The third test was a mori problematic choice since although it 
wai felt niQieaary to meaBura ons of ths major coursi obJ@otivea, that im] 
the ability te diacourae on a icinitlflD toplci the very hetBroginBoua naj 
turs of 3ctl\/ltie9 in clasa madi it diffioglt to find a ttGhnlqui. togethsr 
with a thBfnatlc content, that was repreientative of a large part of ths 
Qlass activity and'at the same timi suitable for croBi-^DOmpirlson of stu- 
dent performance, A solution was found which attemptsd to maNimiae the 
opportunity to giVs proof of proficiincy in a large number of linguistla 
activitiis carritd out during the couree, while also rBstrictlng the topti 
of the sxamination. Studsnti were given two grapha containing etatlitical 
information and requested to deicrlbs the graphs orally for two minutea 
after a preparation period of four mlnutss. Student affortB were recorded' 
for later correction, all studBnts taking the test at the same time in ths 
laboratoryi The tast allowed for the varballiation of numbers and aymbolB, I 
the use of a rsstrlcted range of tenses, together with a limited range of 
a speclallSBd vpcabulary in a cQntinuQua flow of spsach. 

DISCUSSIOiSI 

The nature of the pilot prpjact, with ita particular amphaali on 
teaching tiehniques and their implioatlons for materlali devBlopment leads _ 
to the dlacuieion of differant aspects of the Qourse* ^ 

Practical teaching contaGt with the group immadiately revealed that 
the several objectives it was hoped to achlave wars too ambitious. The 
major reason was that the levsl of proficiency on entry to ths course was 
lower than hoped fori Although most studenti had a fairly good receptive 
proficlsncy on entryi their level of productlvi ability was only modest , 
The heterDgeneoua nature of the group complicated this situation ; aome 
members being sufficiently proficient to require little more than a re- 
awaKening of dormant llnguiitlc Knowledge, the majority howsver, requiring 
more fundamental atructgral practice in esaential areas relevant to a sps- ^ 
cialised function of language use. The second factor to pertub the planned , 
content of thm course was that the battery of testa applied for atlectid 
students was not totally apprDprlate to the linguistic objectives set out 
In the initial programmei fSievsrtheless it was felt that the uie of the bat" 
tery was Justified in that it allowed for measurement along a known jaoala,- 



□nea it wai riallitd that thi lewil of ability was not iS high 
aa e^pactid It becime evident that the amount of tlmi to be allocated to 
thi cQurii was indiquate, Thli had impllcationa for thi completion sf tha 
planned autacomponints of the coursa. .For iHampli, the period of homogsnl- 
sation of group ability was found to be too shorti although It is diffi- 
cult to envisage how thli can be lengthened in tha prBsent 45-hDur arran- 
gament without altering the fundamantal naturi of the courie and turning 
it into a rapid rivlslon coursa with a sclsntlflc orlBntatlon* InBuffiolen| 
time was llKewias available for achieving some of thi more spiCiflc acti- 
vitlis that had bisn planned, In spite of fairly lengthy perlodi devotad 
to the verbalisation o*f lymboli and figures it was found that students 
still had difficulty in iKprsaalng themselves unambiguously and with con" 
fldence. This meant that the presentation of parsonaj rBsearch worK was not 
always aarrled out iffectlvely, Inaufflcient time meant that not all stu- 
denti had an opportunity to praaent their own work, or to play some of 
the raiis felt neceiBary to their worK Ceig,, dlrscting a diacusalon, 
chairing a mestlng, aummarlBlng an intirventlon made by a oollesgue* etc.]* 
R6lB-playing aotivltles were succesiful and populer but were not conducted 
with sufficient frBqusncy to guarantee ease of performance at International 
gathsrlngi once the course was overi 

A notioeabli Indsquacy that came to light during the preiBntation 
of private resiarch by etudBnta was the inability to read a paper or pre- 
sent material from prlvata notes without causing a serlQUa breaKdov^n in 
intelligibility I Alt Hough students could answer quastloni spontaneously 
without much difficulty, reading aloud showed manifest IntBrfarinaa from ? 
the written language. It was clear that this was one ability that rBqulred 
further practice since it rBpreaents a basic component in the presentation 
of a paper at a congraaB» 

Although proflclinoy in auditory comprehension, oral production 
and written produdtlon of a rastrlctad nature all showed clear signs of 
improvement It is felt that more suitable course-apeolf ic materials are 
needed to attain even highBr etandards- Students themsilvBra rfiairB for 
more nan-sclentlf ic materiala. However their profBsalcinal requlrBments 
and the llnguiatlc constralnta which thaat imply would auggeat the imple- 
mentation of more coursB-speclf ic scientific materials, ;

Thi tschnlquii involved in tsaehlng wera filt to be succeasful on 
the whelii though improvemints c^n bi made in thfi light of ej<perlenee with 
the pilot projict. Thi priienct of two tsachQri proved to be thi most in- 
tarBiting and luseeiaful element In the e^psrlmint, providing a variety 
of tichniques, ixplanations, clarifications of grammatioal rules, atylis 
and reglstsri which can be nothing but bineficial, From the studBnt point 
of view activities were rindBred mori livaly and varied, the preetnae of 
an animator tncouraging participationi The clasiroom situation became more 
msinlngful ae teachtr and animator altsrnatid in Interventions with thi • 
class by creating a very natural dlacusBlon situation. The animator often j 
IntBrvened when yneKpicted questions arose, providing support to the 
teacher or explaining points a second time in a different fashion, thBra- 
by acting as a rBlnforcemBnt ■ ^ . ' 

Individual help could morB easily be affarded students with minor diff 1^ 
cultlBs noted while the taachBr was concantrating on problems concerning ' ' 
the whole group • 

Attempts were made to vary olasBroom activities to the utmost by 
using e varlBty of pedagogic strateglei supported by teohnioal aids. The 
use of olosBd-clrGult television was an innovation in language teaching 
m the Institute and because of lacK of e^cpBrience was only partly success-; 
ful. Three students wsri filmed while they presented their private research 
to the rest of tha group. Afterwardi the sequencs was replayed and discussed. 
In order to maj^lmlss interest and usefulness to the group as a whola, rather 
than to the thpmm Individuals concBrnad, future use of closed-circuit 
television should be organised in a way that allows each participant to 
appBar for a short period before the cameras tabout 5 minutes) to allow 
for general discussion at a later viewing. Television could also be used ; 
for a variety of other activltieSi 

The Insufficient time allocated to laboratory work can only^ he com- 
pensated for by a mora rational use of taped materials. inadBquaclBs in the 
laboratory programms as used in the pilot project could partly be overcofna 
by the construction of a new programme based on this first eKperience. 

The eKtenslon of laboratory activities through the uib of the pri- 
vate tapi-ricordsr proved to be useful and helped to achieve one of the 
goals set out in ths plan* Nevertheless, It is felt that this asptot of 
thi coursa can be improved by catering mors apaciflcally for individual 



nilds and by providing a wider variety of prlvatfl-atydy aotivltlsi* \ 

Tha quastionnalrs to msaiuri student reaction to tha courss provl-^ , 
dad uteful information. Rither aurprisingly, studsnts were iKtrimely po- 
iltlvi in thilr responisej wharsas s?<psrienei with ather groups often 
rsveali posltlvs attitudes towards achlevsment couplid with nigatlvi 
sBl*fr-asiiimsnt of progresi madQ. This GOuld possibly be acGoundad for 
by thi griater maturity of the post-graduate Btudsnti and the fact that ' 
thay had attended the coursi yoluntarllyi ,
